General Conference assembled, on this 5th day of April, 1892, do respect- 
kully request the presiding officers of our Church, viz: Wilford Woodruff, 
President, and George Q. Cannon and Joseph F. Smith, Counselors, all of 
the First Presidency ; and Lorenzo Snow, President, and Franklin D. 
Richards, Brigham Young Moses Thatcher, Francis M. Lyman, John 
Henry Smith, George Teasdale, Heber J. Guat John W. Taylor, Marriner 
W. Merrill, Anthon H. Lund and Abraham H. Cannon, members, all of 
the quorum of the Twelve Apostles, for us, and in our behalf, to found 
upon such trusts, and to endow, in such manner as they may deem wise 
and proper, an institution of learning of high grade, to be officially 
named “The University of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day — 
Saints,” but to be commonly called and designated the Church Univer- 
sity.” We respectfully suggest that the university be established at the 
earliest time practicable. We, the Latter-day Saints, hereby express our 
- willingness and full determination to aid, to the full extent of our power, 

the authorities of our Church in’ building up said University of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

The adoption of the resolution was moved by Elder B. H. Roberts, and 
the motion being seconded, it was put to the conference and carried 
unanimously. | 

On motion of Apostle Lyman, the committee was discharged from fur- 
ther duty in the premises. 

. APOSTLE F. M. LYMAN | 

was the first speaker. He said, in substance, that these were precious 
seasons when so many of the Latter-day Saints met together to worship 
the Lord and to transact business pertaining to the building up of our 
Father's kingdom in the earth. After expressing the pleasure he person- 
ally felt at seeing such a large gathering of the Saints present at this 
conference, despite the very inclement weather, he referred to the trials 
through which the people had passed for the Gospel’s sake, not only in 
this but in all previous dispensations. There seemed to be a power and 
influence opposed to the purposes of our Maker to try and thwart His 
designs ; and apparently, looking at the matter from a human standpoint, 
the opposer of the Lord had been successful. At least, a good many 
things had occurred which appeared to disappoint the hopes and expecta- 
tions of the followers of the Savior, and he supposed no greater disap- 
pointment ever happened in the experience of God’s children on the earth 
than when the Savior Himself came to lay down His life. 

The revelations and requirements of the Lord had always been, in a 
measure, trials to the people ; not to all, but to a great many. Nota few 
had turned away from the truth, because things did not go exactly as they 
wished. The speaker pointed out that the Saints had in some respects been 
too neglectful of the duties and obligations resting upon them ; they did 
not order their lives as they should. They had, he feared, been careless 
in regard to their prayers, and in regard to the payment of tithing, 
notwithstanding that the Lord had blessed them abundantly with the 
earth’s riches. The Latter-day Saints were increasing in numbers. They 
were prospering in their business enterprises in these valleys, and should 
therefore give to the Lord according to their substance. Their tithing 
should increase year by year, and their disposition to serve God should 
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grow greater day by day. Let them act in full obedience to the Word of 
Wisdom. 

There should be no occasion for such admonitions against contention as 
were given by President Woodruff and Presidents Cannon and Smith 
yesterday. There should be no such feeling existing among the Latter- 
day Saints as was then referred to, but it was the duty of the people to 
honor the Presidency and the authority of the Holy Priesthood in all 
things. President Woodruff, as the mouthpiece of God, should have the 
obedience of all the Latter-day Saints in all that pertains to the building 
up of Zion. The truth of the Gospel should be so grounded in their 
hearts that it could not be shaken, and they should discard politics and 
everything else that would tend to divide them in the spirit of the Gospel 
and against their brethren. They were expected to be one in the spirit 
and labors of the Gospel, and while there was division on party lines, it 
ought not to create one particle of bitterness among the people. When- 
ever any of the Saints had a feeling of that kind within their hearts 
toward their brethren and lacked the spirit of forgiveness, they must 
know that they were in error. The revelation in regard to plural mar- 
riage, the issuance of the Church manifesto, politics, and other things had, 
no doubt, in turn, tried the hearts of many of them, but he was thankful 
to say that very few had left the Church on account of what had taken 
place. In closing, the speaker asked God to bless the various officers of 
the Church. He also touched upon the ceremonies at the laying of the 
capstone of 1 Temple, which, he said, would be a grand occasion. 

APOSTLE JOHN HENRY SMITH 
said he “as of no people in the world who were so amply taught in 
everything that tended to make up the sum total of human life as the 
Latter-day Saints, and he rejoiced in the knowledge of the truth, in the 
testimony of Jesus Christ, and in the testimonies which had been borne 
by the brethren during-this conference. 

He had been requested to state that an effort was on foot to erect a 
monument in honor of the late President Brigham Young, that hero in the 
settlement of this western country, and the body of heroes and heroines who 
came with him here and loyally planted the American flag upon this soil. 
He appealed to those present to contribute as far as their means would 
allow towards the accomplishment of this grand work. He trusted that 
every man, woman and child would help the undertaking forward—that 
every “Mormon” and non-“ Mormon” throughout the land who respected 
the work that had been done in the interests of the Gospel in this part of 
the world would throw in his mite. When the visitors to this conference 
returned home to their respective districts they should exercise their en- 
deavors to induce others to contribute, that their names — be re- 
corded as having taken part in so noble a cause. 

APOSTLE MARRINER W. MEBRILL 
said that he had enjoyed this conference exceedingly, and considered the 
counsel already given as timely and fitting. He had been led to reflect on 
the conditions of the past in the history of this Territory. He was not 
here at the time of the laying of the corner stone of the Salt Lake Temple, 
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‘but came shortly afterwards. He thought of the amount of means that 
had been expended by the Saints in the erection of houses to the Lord. It 
was an evidence that God was with them. The Prophet Joseph said that 
whenever the Lord had a people on the earth He commanded them to 
build temples. The Nephites were only a few years on this continent 
when they were commanded to erect a holy structure of that character. 
This was a temple-building dispensation. The Salt Lake building would 
soon be completed, making the fourth in this Territory. Others would be 
constructed, and the people would enter those sacred edifices and do a 
work for their kindred dead. 

All Israel desire that President Woodruff should dedicate the Temple in 
this city. He had assurance that when it was dedicated President Wood- 
ruff would be there, President Brigham Young would be there, and Pres- 
ident Heber C. Kimball would be there. He knew that Brother Kimball 
had been in Logan Temple, because he had seen him in that building. It 
need not be supposed that the servants of God who had passed behind the 
veil were not interested in the work of God and its progress on the earth. 
They were all interested in the subject. The Prophet Joseph, the head of 
this dispensation, was watching and aiding it, together with his asso- 
ciates. 

The speaker touched upon the subject of faith. We might le the 
things of God by the Spirit of God, and no man or woman could under- 
stand these things unless he or she possessed humility of spirit and a con- 
trite heart. He knew that this great latter-day work was true and came 
from God, having received a testimony thereof. The Latter-day Saints 
should not entertain animosity or hard feelings towards anyone. They 
come to these conferences for the purpose of having their minds and spirits 
refreshed, that they might return to their homes prepared to do better 
than in the past, and to live better and purer lives. How many would 
follow out the good counsels to which they had listened at this confer- 
ence?’ He besought the Saints to go forward with the best resolutions to 
serve God faithfully henceforth, and to let nothing turn them aside from 
the truth. 

APOSTLE ANTHON H. LUND 

followed. He endorsed all the remarks which had been made by the 
previous speakers, and said there had been no division in the faith of the 
Latter-day Saints. The principles which God had revealed to them they 

had believed alike, whatever else might have happened. In the past, in- 

tolerance had been productive of much evil. If we, as a people, were 
tolerant in religious matters, why should we not be so in regard to things 
which were not nearly so important as those which belonged to the salva- 
tion of the soul? When we engage in political affairs let us be for- 
bearing, and not think because another person did not hold the same 
opinion as ourselves that he was necessarily i in the wrong. Let not our 
opinions on earthly matters divide us in our religious views, but seek to 
love one another as the Gospel demanded. The Lord had been with this 
work since its inception, and He would carry it to a successful issue. 

This conference would be remembered as a very important one. The 
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circular read yesterday in regard to the establishment of the Church 
University was a most interesting matter, and he was very pleased that 
such a system had been inaugurated in our midst—that the servants of 
God had been led to lay this subject before the Saints, and counsel them 
to remember the education of their children. Let us, he said, give our 
children that which no one can take away from them, and that is an ex- 
cellent education. He hoped the Church University would so prosper 
that the time would come when the children of the East would come 
here to finish their tuition instead of the youth of Zion going there for 
that purpose. May God bless the Latter-day panne and help them to 


choose to walk in the path of righteousness.

RELIC OF THE CLIFF-DWELLERS. 


Tux Chicago Tribune gives the following details of the recent finding of 


some mummified remains of ancient cliff-dwellers of New Mexico, U.S. A.: 
The remains of a child found in one of the chambers supposed to have 
been inhabited by the cliff-dwellers, near the Gila Hot Springs, in New 
Mexico, have just been sent to the Smithsonian Institution at Washing- 
ton. The body is in an excellent state of preservation, and is that of a 
child about four years old. When found it was wrapped in cloths and 
bound to a piece of wood about two feet in length. The legs were drawn 
up about in the position of a child creeping, and the forearms were raised 
so that the hands were near the shoulders, with the palms toward the 


front. The fists were tightly clenched. 


The body is very light, the flesh having been thoroughly dried on the 
bones, and the skin is very much shrunken. The body closely resembles 
an Egyptian mummy, except in color. The skin is a very light brown, 
perfectly smooth, and so well preserved that the pores can be distinctly 
seen. The finger nails are perfect, and the teeth were intact when it was 
discovered, but these have been taken out. The nose, ears and eyes are 
gone, and the skin is broken on the right knee and one of the wrists, ex- 

posing bones, sinews, and dried flesh. The head is covered with fine, soft 
black hair, about two inches long, but it is very small in comparison with 
the body. It is no larger than that of a well-developed infant three 
months of age, and is very nearly round. | 

The chamber in which it was found is one of a large number near the 


Gila Hot Springs, all of which are hewn out of the solid rock. Many of 
these chambers have been explored, but they are difficult of access, and a 


number of them have never been entered by even the most reckless ad- 
venturers. Some of these chambers are so high in the cliffs that they can- 
not be reached by ladders, and are protected in such a manner by over- 
hanging rocks that they cannot be reached by ropes let down from the 
top of the cliff, and no one has yet been able to explain how the cliff- 
dwellers got into them. 

There is no doubt but that they were inhabited, for in nearly every one 


of them have been found either bows and arrows, stone hammers, axes or 
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corn, but the body which has just been sent to Washington is the first 
one ever discovered in one of these chambers, and, so far as known, is the 
first one discovered which may reasonably: be wapposed to be one of the 
extinct race of cliff-dwellers. 

What disposition the cliff-dwellers made of their dvad i is not bowtie: but 
it is quite certain that they were not in the habit of leaving bodies in 
their dwellings or in chambers of similar construction in or near their 
towns. It is not known whether they, like the Egyptians, were skilled in 
the art of preserving their dead, but it is to be presumed that they were 
not. If they had been, it is probable that there would have been a large 
number of bodies found which had been so preserved, as the cliff-dwellers 
must have been quite numerous in this part of the country. 

Large numbers of dwellings have been found in New Mexico, Arizona 
and Utah; only one preserved body has been found, and that in all proba- 
bility was left alive and died of starvation. The custom of wrapping up 
papooses and fastening them to boards prevails among the Indians to the 
present day, and was no doubt in vogue among the cliff-dwellers. It is 
believed that the child whose body was found in the Gila Hot Springs was 
left in this manner, and that for some reason no one ever returned to it, 
and it died of starvation. 


FACTS AND EVENTS. 


A pleasure boat was capsized | on Bourget Lake, France, on June 6, nine of the occn- 
pants being drowned. 

A destructive storm visited France on June 2. The hail ruined the vine and other 
crops. Six persons were killed by lightning. . 

The strike of the Durham, England, r 0e Fane 1. the men agree- 
ing to accept a ten per cent. reduction in wages. | ) 

Sixteen leaders in a conspiracy to overthrow the government of Queen Liliuokalani, in 
the Sandwich Islands, were arrested at Honolulu on May 28. 

A cyclone struck a mail train near Agram, Austria, on June 1, — sd over an 
embankment. Twenty-three persons were injured, some fatally. — 

An excursion train and a regular passenger train collided near South Carrollton, Ken- 
tucky, U. S. A., on June 6, killing four and injuring twenty-five persons. 

Street fighting oocurred in Barcelona, Spain, on June 8, between the police and lle 
priuters on strike. Disturbances of a similar nature occurred in other parts, amid: the 
strike trouble is assuming a grave aspect. 

A violent thunderstorm in Lower Austria, on June 7, did great 2 to 11 
and was attended with loss of life. An entire family of six persons were killed J 
ning while they were seated around a table. 

A hurricane in eastern Texas, U. S. A., on June 2, did great damage een eight 
persons were killed by the falling of buildings thrown down by the wind, and twenty 
were seriously injured, while many minor casualties occurred. 

The German emperor and Russian czar had a royal meeting at Friedrichsort on June 6. 
They kissed each other three times, and then had a conversation for about twenty 
minutes, after which they attended a grand dinner at the castle. 

During the month of May there were several sanguinary battles in Venezuela between 
the government forces and the insurrectionists. In most of the engagements the rebels 
‘were successful, and the position of the government is regarded as critiel. 
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Mr. Blaine resigned the position of secretary of state for the United States on June 4, 
owing to personal and political friction between himself and President Harrison. 

Details of the hurricane at Mauritius show that the disaster was even greater than 
at first reported. Twelve hundred persons were killed and four thousand injured. The 
wind reached a velocity of 112 miles per hour, and the sea was nine feet above its usual 


level. 

At McKeesport, Pennsylvania, on May 30, a man named William Johnson was boast- 
ing of having smoked 200 cigarettes in the two preceding days, when he was seized with 
agonizing pains, caused by nicotine-poisoning from the cigarettes. He was placed in 
bed, and died in a short time. 7 

A tornado which passed through the states of Nebraska and Dakota, U.S.A., on 
June 4, did great damage to property and injured many persons. At a Congregational 
church in McCook, Nebraska, sixty children were collected at a festival, when the church 
was blown down and all of the inmates injured, some of them seriously. 

A fire broke out in the Berkenberg silver mine, near Przibram, Austria, on June 1, 
the flames cutting off from escape 332 out of five hundred men employed in the mine; 
all perished. The scene at the mouth of the shaft when the dead were being brought 
out was heartrending. This disaster has made 292 widows, and 692 — of children 
under fourteen years of age. 

Mr. Ellswerk, a retired San Francisco merchant, was shot and killed Sip’ bs wit, on 
June 1, in mistake for a burglar. He had arisen in the night and gone outside, and when 
he went to re-enter the house awoke his wife, who had been made nervous by rumors of 
an intended burglary. She picked up a gun and demanded who was there, but he did 
not reply, and she fired, inflicting a fatal wound. Mrs. Ellswerk became frantic with 
grief and tried to commit suicide, but was prevented from doing so. 

A terrible disaster occurred in Pennsylvania, U.S.A., June 5. During the progress of 
a heavy thunderstorm in the Oil Creek valley a dam gave way, precipitating a vast 
quantity of water into the creek, which was already swollen by the rains which had con- 
tinued for several days. The flood swept down to the town of Titusville, where it had 
attained a width of quarter of a mile. Houses were inundated, and about fifty people 
had been drowned. People in the inundated district took refuge on the tops of houses, 
and the cries for rescue were heartrending. At this juneture a tank containing two 
thousand gallons of benzine distillate was struck by lightning, and in an instant the en- 
tire surface of the water was a mass of flame, and the houses surrounded by the flood 
were soon ablaze, and the occupants, not less than a hundred in number, were being 
burned to death. Tank after tank reached by the water exploded, and the burning oil 
added to the intensity of the conflagration. The mass of flame was swept on by the 
stream down the valley to Oil City, a distance of eighteen miles, burning bridges, horses, 
cattle and other property on the way. Part of the town of Meadville was included in 
the devastation, and when Oil City was reached the waters carried the burning oil over a 
large section of the town, enveloping buildings and occupants. More oil refineries added 
fuel to the flame, and the scene was terrific. No relief could be given to the people in 
the submerged district, as the burning petroleum effectually barred the way. Another 
hundred and fifty persons were added to the list of those who lost their lives. In many 
cases men could have escaped, but they chose to die with their wives and families rather 
than leave the latter to perish. The catastrophe is the most terrible ever known in Penn- 
sylvania, except the great Johnstown disaster. The scene of desolation after the flood 
had subsided is reported to be awful. Dead and charred bodies of men, women and 
children, and animals, seemed to be everywhere that they could find lodgment in the 
debris. People were searching for relatives or friends among the almost unrecognizable 
bodies as they were gathered, and about among the ruins wandered cows, horses and 
other domestic animals, blinded and scorched and burned—strange and uncanny looking 
beasts. The exact number of persons who lost their lives will not be ascertained for some 


time.

BAPTISM, HOW AND BY WHOM ADMINISTERED. 


THOSE who realize that obedience to the will of God is a necessary qualifi- 
cation for admission into the kingdom of heaven will readily perceive that 
a correct understanding of the divine law is of great consequence to them 
that they may know the way of life; and none who comprehend this 
truth and have an earnest desire for salvation will turn from an intelli- 
gent and thorough investigation of this important subject. | 

The Lord Jesus Christ occupies the exalted position of Redeemer and 
Savior of mankind ; there is none other name given whereby we must be 
saved. Therefore it is to His Gospel, and not to the plans and theories of 
men, that we must look for the only means of salvation. He taught men 
and women to come to Him by faith, and repentance, and baptism, and 
thus be numbered with His people. His promise of salvation is made to 
the baptized believer: “He that believeth and is baptized shall be saved” 
(Mark xvi: 16); and He commanded His Apostles to baptize all who re- 
ceived their teachings (Matt. xxviii: 19). 

The mode of baptism was also designated by the Lord, and His instruc- 
tions strictly obeyed by His servants. The Apostle Paul testifies that 
there is “one Lord, one faith, one baptism” (Eph. iv: 5), and those who 
received that baptism thereby “put on Christ” (Gal. iii: 27). He des- 
cribes the manner in which the ordinance was performed by comparing it 
to a burial, to a planting: “Therefore we are buried with Him by bap- 
tism into death: that like as Christ was raised up from the dead by the 
glory of the Father, even so we also should walk in newness of life. 
For if we have been planted together in the likeness of His death, 
we shall be also in the likeness of His resurrection” (Romans vi: 
4, 5). As the Lord had been buried in the watery element in the 
river Jordan, “coming up out of the water” (Mark 1: 10), so also 
were the Saints “buried with Him in baptism” (Col. ii: 12); they received 
of the ordinance by immersion in the same element, according to the pre- 
scribed method, and thus were “with Him in baptism.” This is the divine 
principle that was being observed by the Apostle John when he “was 
baptizing i in Anon near to Salim, because there was much water there” 
0 ohn iii: 23).

The Divine Master, in His conversation with Nicodemus, emphatically 
declares the law of God respecting the form of baptism, and the elements 
in which it is to take place. He says: “ Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
Except a man be born of the water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter the 
kingdom of God” (John iii: 5). This declaration He had exemplified in 
His own action. John the Baptist was sent of God to baptize with water 
(John i: 6, 33), and Jesus insisted on receiving that ordinance at his 
hands, “to fulfil all righteousness.” When He had been “born of the 
water,” and had come up out of that element, the Spirit of God came upon 
Him, and the voice of God was heard: “This is my beloved Son, in whom 
I am well pleased” (Matt. iii: 13—17). | 

This is the pattern which the Lord gave as the requirement made by 
His Father: for He bears witness that the ordinance administered by 
John the Baptist is “the counsel of God” (Luke vii: 30). Under this the 
repentant believer goes, with the one sent of God to baptize, down into 
the water, and is buried therein and raised up again in the likeness of 
Christ’s resurrection ; he is thus born of the water, receiving the baptism 
appointed by the Lord ; the remission of his sins comes from God through 
His Son Jesus Christ, and is given in baptism; he is cleansed and purified, 
his past sins being blotted out; he is as a newborn babe before his God, 
and is then prepared to receive the Holy Ghost, which dwelleth not in 
unclean tabernacles, and which, by the laying on of hands of those 
having authority to officiate in that ordinance, is imparted to the baptized 
believer (Acts viii: 17, 18; xix, 5,6). As his body was enveloped in the 
waters of baptism, so his soul is enveloped in the Holy Ghost, and he is 
baptized with divine fire; he is born of the water and of the Spirit,” and 
made a citizen of the kingdom of God. 

Thus do the Scriptures teach how the ordinance of baptism is adminis- 
tered—the mode, as well as its object and necessity. They also teach that, 
in order for the ordinance to be effectual, it must be performed by one 
authorized to act in the name of the Lord. Those who do not repent of 
their sins are not eligible for baptism (Matt. iii: 7, 8); nor are the acts of 
unauthorized persons ratified by the Lord: for “no man taketh this honor 
to himself, but he that is called of God, as was Aaron” (Heb. v: 4); Aaron 
was called by the voice of God, through Moses (Exodus iv: 14, 15). 

This principle is clearly set forth by the Savior. He commanded His 
Apostles to “teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost” (Matt. xxviii: 19). But long 
prior to that He had given them the divine commission to act in His name 
wheresoever He should send them: “ He ordained twelve, that they should 
be with Him, and that He might send them forth to preach” (Mark iii: 14). 
The divine authority which they possessed was the source of their power. 
This fact He impressed upon them, saying, “ Ye have not chosen me, but 
I have chosen you, and ordained you, that ye should go and bring forth 
fruit, and that your ‘fruit should remain: that whatsoever you shall ask 
of the Father in my name, He may give it to you” (John xv: 16). If they 
had started out on their own choosing and authority, would God have rec- 
ognized ordinances performed by them in His name? Certainly not; for 
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the reason He had chosen and ordained them was that they aoe be 
qualified to “go and bring forth fruit.” 2 

The Almighty honors an ordinance eee by those to a He 
has given authority ; but He does not acknowledge unauthorized actions. 
The Apostle Paul, by the power of God, cast out evil spirits; but when 
the sons of Sceva, on whom the divine authority had not been conferred, 
attempted to do this they met with failure (Acts xix: 11—16). When the 
Apostle went to Ephesus, he found certain persons who claimed to have 
been baptized “unto John’s baptism.” Paul recognized the fact that they 
had not received of John’s baptism, for John had promised the Holy Ghost ; 
but that some unauthorized person—doubtless with good intent, but un- 
authorized, nevertheless—had been along that way, baptizing “unto John’s 
baptism,” but not with it, for that could only be done by a duly commis- 
sioned servant of God. The Apostle therefore explained to them the bap- 
tism of John and how he had declared Christ Jesus; after they received a 
proper understanding of the true ordinance they rendered obedience there- 
to, “and when Paul had laid his hands upon them, the Holy Ghost came 
on them: and they spake in tongues and prophesied” (Acts xix :.1—6). 
When the servant of the Lord officiated in the ordinances of the Gospel, 
the repentant believers were “born of the water and of the Spirit,” and 
the word was confirmed in them by the workings of the power of God. 

The experience of the men of Ephesus affords an interesting lesson. 
They had been mistaken, but when the truth was presented to them they 
accepted it gladly. They received the Gospel ordinance, viz: Baptism by 
immersion for the remission of sins, administered by one having divine 
authority ; the birth, the burial, the planting in the watery element, 
without which ordinance the Lord has said that no man can enter the 
kingdom of heaven. Enter ye in at the strait gate” that leads to 
A CONFERENCE of the Australasian Mission was held at Te Rahui, near 
the East Cape, New Zealand, on April 8, 9, and 10, Elder W. T. Stewart, 
President of the Mission, presiding. There were twenty-six of the mis- 
sionaries present, those laboring in Australia not being able to attend. A 
large number of attentive listeners was present at all of the meetings, 
and the conference was greatly enjoyed by all who had the privilege of 
attending. The power and testimony of the Spirit accompanied the 
preaching both of the missionaries and native Elders, and the spirit of 
testimony rested abundantly upon the Saints and was freely exercised. 
The statistical report of the Mission showed a membership of 2423; there 
were 941 children under eight years of age, making a total of 3364. Of 
these 254 are Europeans, and the rest Maories. During the six months 
preceding the conference there had been fifty-six baptisms, and sixty-two 
children had been blessed. Thirty Elders from Zion were laboring in the 
Mission, but of this number two, Elders John H. Burton and J oseph 8. 
Groesbeck, had been honorably released to return home. 


Tue Deseret Sunday School Union has made a gift, to 0 onlin 
School conducted by the Latter-day Saints, of a set of Book of Mormon 
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picture charts, with accompanying illustrated lesson cards. Those for the 
schools in the British Mission were brought to Liverpool by Elder W. D. 
Callister. Each set comprises twelve large colored illustrations of im- 
portant historical events in the life of the Prophet Nephi, and the ques- 
tions on the cards relate to the illustrated subjects, connecting all in their 
proper order. The expense attending the issuance of these charts has 
been considerable, and Sunday School superintendents should have them 
properly taken care of. Their use among the children, both in schools 
and families, will make them an im — werent to W the Book 


of Mormon. 


At the meeting of the Deseret Sunday School Union in Salt Lake > City, 
on May 16, the following report was made by Elder Laron Pratt, assistant 
superintendent of the deaf mute Sunday School: “Brethren and Sisters— 
The su perintendent wished me to make a short report of the work of the 
deaf mute Sunday School, and my feelings in relation thereto. We have a 
school of deaf and dumb pupils numbering thirty-three—male and female. 
They are all doing well, are apt and bright, and are very much pleased with 
their Sunday School. They are learning the principles of the Gospel, and 
are greatly interested in how to obtain salvation, as evinced by the many 
questions they ask. I am very much pleased at the privilege which has 
been given me to teach them the principles of life, for they are God’s un- 
fortunate children and have a soul to be saved. I take great interest in 
this work and believe God has given me a mission to perform among them 
in answer to my continuous prayer, in which I have often beseeched Him 
to give me some kind of work to do that I may not be idle in God’s s king- 
dom. I am what may be called a semi-mute, and have been deaf and 
almost dumb since a little child, but by faith in God 1 have learned to 


talk some.“

TEMPLES, ANCIENT AND MODERN.

THE LOGAN TEMPLE. 
THE ground was dedicated on May 18, 1877, at a special conference, Presi- 
dent Brigham Young presiding. It is a beautiful spot, commanding a 
splendid view of a rich country and numerous settlements. 

On the 17th of September the corner stones were laid under the direc- 
-tion of the Apostles. John Taylor, Wilford Woodruff, George Q. Cannon, 
Brigham Young, Albert Carrington, and Danie] H. Wells were present. 
Thousands of people gathered from far and near to witness the exercises. 
At twelve o’clock a procession was formed under the direction of George 
Q. Cannon, and proceeded to the southeast corner stone. 

President John Taylor there made a brief speech, alluding feelingly to 
the death of President Brigham Young. The stone was then laid by the 
master mason, assisted by the Apostles and Patriarchs. Franklin D. 
Richards offered prayer. The southwest corner stone was laid by the 
Presiding Bishop, assisted by the Presidents of the Lesser Priesthood and 
the Bishops of the Stake. Bishop Edward Hunter addressed the assembly, 
and Bishop Leonard W. Hardy offered prayer. The northwest corner stone 
was laid by the President of the High Priests’ quorum, assisted by Presi- 
dent Moses Thatcher, Wm. B. Preston, the Presidency of the Logan Stake, 
and other stakes. George L. Farrell made a brief address, and Moses 
Thatcher offered prayer. The northeast corner stone was laid by the First 
Presidents of the Seventies, assisted by the Presidents of the Elders’ 
- quorums. A. P. Rockwood made an address, and Horace S. Eldredge 
offered prayer. Several brief addresses were made, and the ceremonies 
were brought to a close. 

On May 17 the Temple was dedicated i in the presence of a * gather - 
ing of Saints. The presiding Priesthood were seated according to their 
respective callings. President Taylor offered the dedicatory prayer. 
Among the speakers were President George Q. Cannon and Joseph F. 
Smith, Wilford Woodruff and Lorenzo Snow. The dedicatory services 
lasted three days, and a spirit of love, peace and harmony prevailed. _ 
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The Deseret News of May 20, 1884, says: “The impression created by the 
external appearance of this important structure is heightened ta intensity 
when its interior is viewed. It simply surpasses description. ‘The paint- 
ings by Brothers Weggeland, Armitage and Kirkham have been executed 
with artistic skill, as also the ceiling decorations by Brother Hurst. But 
the leading impression conveyed by the prevalence throughout of spotless 
white, so far as it is attainable, is purity, and then beauty, while these 
two elements are interwoven with the all-prevailing sentiment from base 
to roof, of order.” 

The Logan Temple, including towers and buttresses, is 171 feet long by 
95 feet wide. It has a tower 30 feet square at each end. The eastern 
tower is 155 feet high, and the western tower 143 feet. 

THE MANTI TEMPLE. 

At a conference held at Ephraim, June 25, 1875, President Brigham 
Young announced that the Temple should be built upon the magnificent 
site it now occupies. Joseph A. Young was immediately appointed archi- 
tect and superintendent of the work, but he died in August of the same 
year, and was succeeded by Wm. H. Folsom. The ground was dedicated 
under the direction of President Brigham Young, on April 24, 1877. The 
corner stones were laid two years later, on April 14, 1879. President John 
Taylor laid the southeast corner stone, Bishop Edward Hunter the south- 
west, President F. W. Cox the northwest, and President H. S. Eldredge 
the northeast. 

The Saints labored faithfully to erect this sacred building. Special 
blessings were anticipated on the completion of this, the third temple in 
Utah. 

On May 21, 1888, this house was solemnly dedicated to the Lord. The 
dedicatory prayer was offered by Apostle Lorenzo Snow. The services 
lasted for three days, and the outpouring of the Holy Spirit was of a 
Pentecostal nature. Several Saints testified to having heard heavenly 
music before the commencement of the services. To others the spirits of 
Brigham Young, John Taylor, and Jedediah M. Grant appeared. Others 

saw light of supernatural origin surround the speakers. 

Nor were these manifestations limited to the days of the dedication 
services. Heavenly music was afterwards heard by numerous Saints who 
had the privilege of officiating for the dead in this sacred house, and other 
proofs of the presence of the power of God were numerous. 

The Manti Temple is 1723 feet long by 95 in width. From the ground 
to the square it is 82 feet. The east tower is 179 feet, and the west tower 
169. The site of this building is unique, it being surrounded by terraces. 

The foundation is 63 feet above the level of the road. 
| THE SALT LAKE CITY TEMPLE. 

The history of the Salt Lake City Temple dates as far back as the 28th 
of July, 1847. On that day President Brigham Young, in company with a 
party, took a walk, when an inspiration suddenly illuminated his brilliant 
mind, and stopping, he struck the ground with his cane, with the ex- 
alamation, Here will be the Temple of our God.” The Prophet had 
halted where the centre of the building is now located. The same 
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day, in the evening, a meeting was held and a resolution adopted. to set 
apart ten acres for a temple block, and to build up the city around it. 
At that early date no more could be done than selecting a site for the 
future building. The little band of Saints that had bravely crossed the 
plains in order to escape a cruel fate at the hands of lawless mobs found 
themselves in a barren desert, which had to be changed, by diligent labor 
and keen intelligence, into an abode of man. This was done, and with 
the growing prosperity attention was given to the house of the Lord. 
At the General Conference held in April, 1851, the assembly voted. to 
build a temple. The population of Utah then consisted of about 30,000 
souls, nearly 5,000 of whom lived in the capital. 
Two years later, on February 14, 1853, the Temple Block was dedicated 
and the ground broken for the foundation, and on April 6 of the same year 
the corner stones were laid. The following description is found in the 
Contributor, vol. iii., pp. 78,79: 


On February 14 a large assembly met on the Temple Block to witness 
the ceremony of consecration of the ground for the Temple to be built 
there. President Brigham Young and his Counselors were present to 
select the site of the Temple. Truman O. Angell, the architect, and Jesse 
W. Fox, surveyor, completed the survey by eleven o’clock in the morning, 
when the President and Council, and the Twelve Apostles, removed to the 
east line, and Marshal Little, aided 5 7 the police, pointed out the boun- 
daries of the Temple to the assembled .thousands, in the midst of whom 
President Young delivered a thrilling address. e united bands added 
S to the solemnity of the occasion; the consecrating prayer was 
offered by President Heber C. Kimball, the Twelve Apostles assisting ‘in 
removing the first earth — for the foundation of the — apm 
The mayor of the city, J. M. Grant, represented the city, and assisted in 
the imposing ceremonies. |

From February 14 to conference time a great deal of work had to be 
done in the preparation of the ground for laying the foundation of the 
Temple. The committee of arrangements, by order of Lieutenant General 
D, H. Wells, detailed as guards and escorts: Captain David Pettigrew, in 
command of a body of “Silver Greys, Captain P. C. Merrill, with a com- 
pany of the 11th regiment, r ; Colonel Duzette, to muster and ar- 
range the several bands for duty ; Major-General J. M. Grant, marshal of 
the day. The 6th of April was a very lovely day. The sun, the sky, the 
atmosphere, the earth, appeared neither too cold nor too hot, nor luke- 
warm; all seemed filled with life; adapted in all their several tempera- 
ments to each soul, to cheer and make happy cree eee of the many. 
thousands of aged, middle-aged and youth who assembled from the 
near and remote parts of this inhabited valley. 

After the opening of conference in the Tabernacle, the 2 authori- 
ties of the Church proceeded to the Temple ground. The First Presidency 
laid the southeast corner stone of the Temple; the Presiding Bishop 
and e Poe the Presidents and Council of the Lesser Priesthood, 
laid the southwest corner stone ; the quorum of the ˙ 
the First Presidency of the Seventies, and the President and Council of 
the Elders’ quorum, laid the northeast corner stone; the northwest corner 
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stone was laid —— Presidency of the High Priests’ quorum, with the 
President of the Stake and High Council. 

The southeast corner stone was dedicated by President Heber C. Kim- 
ball, after an oration by Presiding Bishop Hunter; Bishop Cordon dedi- 
cated the southwest corner stone ; the northwest corner stone was dedi- 
cated by Elder G. B. Wallace, after an address by John Young, President 
of the High Priests’ quorum ; the northeast corner stone was dedicated by 
Elder Orson Hyde, after an address Bac Parley P. Pratt, both of the

UTAH NEWS. 


(Summarized from Territorial papers. ) 

A fire at Provo on May 18 destroyed Clark’s business block at the corner of I and 
Centre streets, causing a loss of $8000. , 

Wm. Harley, a young man who has resided in Salt Lake City, was killed in Chicago 
on May 19, while attempting to cross a railway track in front of a moving locomotive. 
The body was sent to his home for interment. . 

Bishop Ezekiel Holman, of Sandy, Salt Lake County, having retired from the Bishopric 
of the ward, owing to his being afflicted with impaired eyesight, a ward conference was 
held on May 15, at which James Jenson was selected as Bishop and W. W. Wilson and 
W. D. Kuhre counselors. President Woodruff ordained Bishop Holman to the office of 

James Wrathall, Thomas Smart, Jr., John W. Taylor, Charles L. Anderson, Isaac D. 
Haines, Hyrum Sutton and Thomas H. Clark, Jr., have organized a company in Salt 
Lake City, for the improvement, by canals and irrigation ditches, of a tract of 119,000 
acres of land in the province of Alberta, Canada. It is said that Mr. Taylor is the owner 
of 480,000 acres in that section.

George Chandler, an Ogden butcher, was drowned in Ogden river on May 17. He was 
crossing at the ford below the reform school grounds, when the stream swept his horse 
and light spring wagon into deep water, in which Mr. Chandler sank before assistance 
could reach him. The decéased was widely known and respected. He was fifty-nine 
years of age, and a native of England ; he emigrated to Salt Lake City in 1862, residing 
there for twenty years, when he moved to Ogden. He leaves a large family. 

Nearly twelve years ago Cyrus Corey, of Ogden, then ten years of age, accidentally 
_ discharged a revolver, the bullet entering his leg just below the hip. Fearful of alarming 
his parents, he kept the affair from them, and daily, for three months, washed the sore 
until it healed. On the morning of May 19, he felt a twinge of pain at his knee, and on 
investigating the causé discovered a hard lump alongside of the kneepan, just under the 
skin. He took his knife, made an incision, and extracted the bullet, which had in the 
twelve years worked its way down along the bone and out to the surface. 
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
